ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING ORDINANCE 
NO. 89-35, THE CONCURRENCY EXEMPTION ORDINANCE 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA; PROVIDING THAT 
A PROPERTY OWNERS ASSOCIATION MAY MAKE AN 
APPLICATION FOR A CONCURRENCY EXEMPTION 
DETERMINATION ON BEHALF OF OWNERS OF PROPERTY 
LOCATED WITHIN THE AREA UNDER THE JURISDICTION 
OF THE PROPERTY OWNERS' ASSOCIATION, BY 
AMENDING THE DEFINITIONS OF APPLICANT AND 
PROPERTY OWNERS ASSOCIATION? THE PROVISIONS 
ON WHO MAY APPLY? PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS 
IN CONFLICT, CODIFICATION, SEVERABILITY, AND 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners adopted the 
Concurrency Exemption Ordinance of Palm Beach County, Florida, 
providing for the process and criteria for establishing that 
property is exempt from the concurrency requirements of the 
i Comprehensive Plan? and 

WHEREAS, the Ordinance provides for applications being made 
oy the Owner of the property or a Master Property Owners' 
Association with mandatory membership attendant to the 
Dwnership of property; and 

WHEREAS, no provision is made for application by a Property 
:rs' Association? and 


WHEREAS, some geographic areas in Palm Beach County 
onsisting of individual Owners are not subject to a mandatory 
aster Property Owners' Association; and 

WHEREAS, these areas are under such diverse ownership that 
t is impracticable to obtain the consent of each Owner; and 
WHEREAS, the individual properties share many common facts 
and have a non-mandatory Property Owners' Association 
representing their interests; and 

WHEREAS, it is to the benefit of the Property Owners in 
these geographic areas and County to avoid multiplicity of 
applications? and 

WHEREAS, it has been recognized that it is not always 
possible for an agent to obtain the written authorization of 
the owner within a short period of time; and 
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WHEREAS, it may be necessary for an agent to apply for an 
exemption in an expedient manner. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA as follows: 
SECTION It 

Ordinance No. 89-35, Section V, Definitions; "Applicant" 
Is hereby amended as follows: 

Applicant - the Owner of a lot(s) or parcel (s) who makes an 
application as to such lot or parcel for a Concurrency 
Exemption Determination under this Ordinance; an Owner of a 
Lotfs) or parcel fs) for whom an application is made for a 

Concurrency Exemption Determination bv end a Master Property 
Owners' Association or a Property Owners' Association on behalf 
of its owners/members or the property in the geographic area 
:o which the Property Owners' Association applies. 

respectively ; and the owners of a lotfs) or parcel fs) for which 
an application is made bv the Planning Division. 

SECTION 2: 

The Concurrency Exemption Ordinance of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, Section V; Definitions; "Property Owners' Association" 
Is hereby amended as follows: 

Property Owners' Association - a non-profit organization 
created pursuant to Florida law, the membership of which 
consists con s i s ting of real property owners in a certain 
aeographic area, and which represents r e pr ese ntin g the owners 
In matters of common interest affecting their prop e rty lotfs) 
pr parcelfs). 

SECTION 3: 

The Concurrency Exemption Ordinance of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, Section VI; "Who May Apply"; is hereby amended as 
follows: 

A. Owner - an owner or group of owners, or the authorized 
agent of such, may make an application for a Concurrency 
Exemption Determination as to a particular lotfs) or parcel(s) 
jr parcels under this Ordinance. The Planning Division may 
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make an application. A Master Property Owners' Association or 
a Property Owners' Association may make an application as to 
an area subject to it, provided specific authorization is given 
to such application in accordance with the declaration, 


articles, and by-laws. In the case of such specific 
authorization, the Master Property Owners' Association or the 


Prooertv Owners' Association need not obtain the accent's 

authorization reouired in the followina paragraph B. 

B. Agents Authorization - an application of an Owner made 

by an agent shall contain a written authorization signed by the 

Dwner and notarized specifically authorizing the agent to 

represent the Owner as to the Owner's lot(s) or parcel(s) for 

a review and determination under this Ordinance. In the event 

the owner is unable to sian an authorization hereunder, a 

written, notarized statement bv the aaent. setting forth the 

specific reason whv the owner is unable to sian a written 

authorization, mav be deemed acceptable for purposes of this 

application. 

C. Individual Application/Propertv Owners' Association. 

An Owner of a lotfs) or parcel(s) which was the subject of an 

application bv a Property Owners' Association mav apply for a 

Concurrencv Exemption Determination, or a modification of such 

notwithstanding the application of the Property Owners' 

Association. In the event that the application bv the Property 

Owners' Association is denied, the individual owners mav submit 

additional information affirmatively demonstrating that the 

particular lot(s) or parcels (s) meet the criteria of this 

ordinance to oualifv individually for a Concurrencv Exemption 


Determination. 

SECTION 4 ~ REPEAL OF LAW IN CONFLICT: 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any 
provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed.

SECTION 6 - SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
word of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to 
oe unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall 
not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 7 ~ EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective 
jpon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
